PUBLIC INTOXICATION 

On 08/27/2018 (Monday) at approximately 2323 hrs, I, Officer Obregon of the Port Lavaca Police 
Department responded to 101 Calhoun Plaza (HEB) parking lot in reference to a suspicious vehicle. 
PLPD dispatch advised there was a vehicle in the parking lot with its door open. 

Upon arrival I, observed th^ehicle with the door open. The vehicle was identified as a 1999 silver 
Toyota 4 Runner (TX LP # owner: Brian L Ardoin 4045 Treadway Rd Apt 2104, Beaumont, 

TX 77706). As I approached the vehicle a male subject was sitting in the driver side asleep with the 
vehicle off ancUh^evs were not in the ignition. The mal^ubiecOwas awakened where he provided 
his TX DL # as, Bryan L Ardoin, B/M, DOB: 

While speaking to Ardoin he displayed glassy eyes and began to sway as he stood upright. Ardoin was 
asked to perform a Standardized Field Sobriety Tests to determine if he could safely operate a motor 
vehicle. Ardoin was reluctant in performing the Standardized Field Sobriety Tests stating he was not 
drunk. Ardoin later agreed to perform the Standardized Field Sobriety Tests. 

Ardoin was advised to step in front of my patrol unit (2845) to perform the Standardized Field Sobriety 
Tests. Ardoin was asked again if he had any alcoholic beverage where he stated he did not. 

Ardoin was asked to place his feet together (heel-to-heel and toe-to-toe) and to place his arms out by 
his side. Ardoin was told to remain in that position until told otherwise. Ardoin was advised to follow my 
stimulus with his eyes only and not to move his head. Ardoin advised he understood the instructions. I 
held the stimulus at approximately 12 inches to 15 inches in front of his face, slightly above eye level. 
Ardoin eyes did not display any signs of resting nystagmus, but did have equal pupil size. Ardoin was 
checked for equal tracking where it was determined Ardoin was eligible for the horizontal gaze 
nystagmus. 

Ardoin eyes were checked for Lack of Smooth Pursuit. Two passes of the Lack of Smooth Pursuit were 
conducted where no clues were detected. Ardoin eyes were checked for Distinct and Sustained 
Nystagmus at Maximum Deviation. Two passes were conducted where two clues were detected. 

Ardoin eyes were checked for Onset of Nystagmus Prior to 45 Degrees. Two passes were conducted 
where no clues were detected. The Vertical Nystagmus portion was performed on Ardoin but no clues 
were detected. I observed 2 of 6 clues from Ardoin during the performance of the Standardized Field 
Sobriety Test. 

I began instructing and physically demonstrating the second Standardized Field Sobriety Test, the 
Walk and Turn test. Ardoin was advised to place his left foot on the straight yellow line provided in the 
parking lot and to place his right foot in front of his left foot (right heel touching left toe). Ardoin had 
difficulty trying to get into position. I advised him to get back into position and to remain in that position 
until told otherwise. Ardoin then began the test before instructions were given. Ardoin was asked get 
back into position where he acknowledged and agreed he understood the instructions. Ardoin had a 
difficult time keeping his balance and continued to get out of position numerous times during the 
instruction phase. I advised Ardoin during the test he was going to take nine heel to toe steps down the 
imaginary straight line. I advised Ardoin to look at his feet, keeping his hands down to his side and 
counting the steps out loud. Upon reaching his ninth step, he was to take a series of small steps, 
leaving his front foot planted on the line, turning back around before taking nine heel to toe steps back 
down the imaginary straight line. 

While performing the test, Ardoin continued to proceed after he reached his ninth step. He continued to 
proceed forward and missed a heel to toe step. Ardoin did not stop until he reached his Sixty Second 
step where he advised he had completed the Walk and Turn test. I observed a total of 4 out of 8 clues 
during the Walk and Turn Test.

I began to instruct and physically demonstrate Ardoin on the One Leg Stand test. I instructed and 
demonstrated Ardoin to place his feet together, keeping his hands to his sides and to remain in that 
position until told otherwise. Ardoin was instructed to raise which ever foot, he felt comfortable with, 
approximately 6 inches above the ground with his foot parallel to the ground, and to keep both his legs 
straight. Ardoin was instructed to look at the elevated foot, to count out loud (one-thousand one, one- 
thousand two, one-thousand three etc.), keep his hands to his side and to not stop until the test was 
completed. After fully instructing and physically demonstrating Ardoin on the One Leg Stand, I advised 
him to begin. 

During the performance of the One Leg Stand, I observed Ardoin begin to use his arms for balance. As 
Ardoin continued with the One Leg Stand he would stop counting after he was instructed to not stop 
until he notified to stop. I observed one out of four clues during the One Leg Stand. 

After completing the Standardized Field Sobriety Tests, Ardoin was placed under arrest for Public 
Intoxication. A Vehicle Inventory Form was completed by Corporal Pena for the stated vehicle. The 
vehicle was towed by Kens Wrecker Service. Ardoin was transported to Calhoun County Jail where he 
was released to the care and custody of CCSO Jail Staff. Ardoin was issued a citation for Public 
Intoxication where it was placed inside his property. A copy of the citation and the Affidavit for Probable 
Cause were placed into the Municipal Court Box. 

My body worn camera and dash camera were activated during this incident.
